DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/19/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the reference to Tadashi et al. does not take into account using 
tanks having different radiation control values. This limitation, however, is a process limitation 
and thus does not further limit the claimed apparatus. 

Applicant additionally argues that there is no suggestion in the reference to Tadashi et al. 
to provide transfer of decontamination reagents between tanks. While it is true that there is no 
explicit teach toward doing so, as there is indeed no explicit teaching toward using multiple 
tanks, Tadashi et al. does teach that the same decontamination reagents are used in order to 
reduce the generation of contaminated reagents. Therefore, upon the use of a multitude of tanks, 
such as for making the process continuous whereby numerous contaminated structures may be 
treated using the same apparatus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide a 
means of transferring the decontamination reagents between tanks in order to meet the teaching 
of Tadashi et al. to use the same decontamination reagents for the subsequent treatment of the 
contaminated structure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tadashi et al. (JP 2000-346988). 

The rejection of the previous action is maintained in its entirety and incorporated herein 
by reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 5-6, and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
